MARCH QUARTER, 1940. 


MARRIAGES. 


“The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,509, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-7 per 1,000 “of the estimated population ; this rate is equal to that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1939. 


Of the total marriages, 3,316 (or.4°8 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with.the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (193) is equivalent to 4-0 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,110, of which 7,228 
were of males and 6,882 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 19 +1 per 1,000 of the estimated La tilation) being 0°3 below 
the rate for the first quarter of 1939. 


The total includes 460 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3°3 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 13,376 ; of this number 6,887 were 
of males, and 6,489 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 18°1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 below 
the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemie Diseases.—Deaths irom these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 
per 1,000, which is 0-1 below that for the first quarter of 1939. 


When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year deaths from these diseases 
show decreases in the case of typhoid fever, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria 
and diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age’ eee to 4, 12, 5, 32, 28 and 
3 respectively. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 431, which is 254 less than that for 
the first quarter of 1939. 





_ Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 1,000, including 807 from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and 193 from other forms of tuberculous disease. _ The figures for the 
first quarter of 1939 were 882, 679 and 203 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 1-4 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 1-1, and all other forms 0 +3; 
the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year were 1-2, 0°9 and 0°3. 


~ Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 940, being equivalent to a rate of 1°3 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1939 the number was 910, and the rate 1 +2. 


Puerperal Causes. Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 3:1 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0°9 for puerperal sepsis, and 2°2 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2°3, 0:6 and 1-7 for the first quarter of last year. : 





Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 77, and that for the March quarter of 1939 was 82. 


| Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1940 the population was 

2,959,000 (1,516,000 males and 1,443,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger 
movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in subsequent issues 
of this return, and in the Annual Report of the Registrar-General.

METEOROLOGY. 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce (Meteorological Service) :— 


JANUARY. 


The weather of January was notably cold ; rainfall was variable and sunshine excessive 
on the whole. 


Mean temperature was considerably below the average, the deficiency being as much as 
7-6°F, at Dublin. (Glasnevin), 7-0°F. at Newcastle (Wicklow) and 6-0°F. at Markree Castle. 
Severe frosts were registered at times, particularly between the 13th and 22nd; the extreme 
minimum for the month was 10°F. on the 18th. 


The general precipitation of Eire was 95 per cent. of the average for the period 1881-1915. 
The distribution was variable, the percentages of the average at individual stations ranging 
from 172 at Gorey, County Wexford, to 41 at Foynes, County Limerick. 


Sunshine was considerably above the average on the whole, but there was a deficiency 
at Dublin and Birr Castle. The percentage of the average was as high as 180 at Malin Head 
and 173 at Valentia Observatory, while it was only 75 at Birr Castle. 


FEBRUARY. 


The weather of February was distinguished by a marked scarcity of sunshine. Kainfall 
considerably exceeded the average on the whole. 


Mean temperature somewhat exceeded the average at most stations, particularly in the 
south-west. The period 9th-18th was cold on the whole; temperature rose on the 19th and’ 
mild conditions persisted until the 28th when cold north-north-easterly winds caused a fall 


of temperature. The extremes for the month were 62°F. on the 20th and 26th and 18°F. on 
the 13th. 


The general rainfall of Eire was 137 per cent. of the average for the period 1881-1915. 
Less than the average occurred locally in Counties Galway, Mayo and Donegal; on the other 
hand locally in the south more than twice the average was registered. 


The deficiency of bright sunshine was marked. The percentage of the average over the 
country as a whole was only 69, the percentages at individual stations ranging from 51 at 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, to 99 at Valentia Observatory. 


MARCH. 


The weather of March was rather mild and: dull on the whole ; it was dry in the south 
and wet in the north. 


Mean temperature exceeded the average except at Malin Head, in the extreme north. 
. The first week was rather cold ; subsequently temperature rose and, apart from a fairly cold 

spell around the 13th and 14th, milder conditions prevailed until the 26th, when cool northerly 
winds set in and caused a temporary fall of temperature. The last two days of the month 
were mild. The extremes for the month were 64°F. on 22nd and 21°F. on the 3rd. 


The general rainfall of Eire was 121 per cent. of the average for the period 1881-1915. 
Broadly speaking rainfall exceeded the average in the north and was deficient on the whole 
in the south. The percentages of the average at individual stations ranged from 198 at 
Castleforbes to 67 at Trinity College, Dublin. Heavy rain was reported in the northern half 


of the country on the 11th, 2-65 in., 2-45 in., and 2-40 in. being among the largest individual 
readings. 


The duration of bright sunshine was beiow the average except in the extreme south-west. 
The percentage of the average for Eire as a whole was 84, while the percentages at individual 
stations ranged from 65 at Mallaranny to 102 at Valentia Observatory.

JUNE QUARTER, 1940. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages régistered during the quarter numbered 3,851, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 0-3 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1939. / 


Of the total marriages, 3,639 (or 5°3 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (212) is equivalent to 4°3 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,073, of which 7,783 
were of males and 7,290 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 20-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-7 
above the rate for the second quarter of 1939. 


ae total includes 489 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3:2 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,506; of this number 5,426 were 
of males, and 5,080 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 14-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being equal to 
the rate for the second quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemie Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0°3 
per 1,000, which is 0-1 below that for the second quarter of 1939. 


When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year deaths from these diseases 
show decreases in the case of typhoid fever, measles, scarlet fever and whooping cough, 
amounting to 9, 28, 3 and 4 respectively. On the other hand deaths from diphtheria have 
increased by 8, and from diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age) by 16. 
There was one death from typhus fever. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 226, which is 21 more than that for 
the second quarter of 1939. . 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 1,107, including 869 from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and 238 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
second quarter of 1939 were 931, 746 and 185 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 1-5 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being | -2 and all other forms 0:3 ; 
the respective rates for the second quarter of the preceding year were 1-3, 1-0 and 0°3. 





Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 857, being equivalent to a rate of 1°2 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1939 the number was 892, and the rate 1-2. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 3°6 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0°7 for puerperal sepsis, and 2°9 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2-3, 0-2 and 2-1 for the second quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 62, and that for the June quarter of 1939 was 64. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1940 the population was 
2,958,000 (1,515,000 males and 1,443,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger 
movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report 
of the Registrar-General.

METEOROLOGY. 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce (Meteorological Service) :— 


APRIL. 


The weather of April was mild, wet and dull. 


Mean temperature for the month was 2:-4°F. above the average over the country as a 
whole. ‘The period 15th-19th was cool, however, the deviation from the average for the 
calendar week ending the 20th being —3-6°F. The extremes for the month were 69°F. and 
DOE 


The general rainfall of Eire was 142 per cent of the average for the period 1881-1915. Less 
than the average was received only at two or three places in the west. Rain occurred fre- 
quently, particularly in the north, measurable rain being reported at a few stations on 26 days. 


The deficiency of sunshine was general and appreciable; the percentage of the average 
for Eire was 75 and at individual stations the percertage ranged from 63 at Markree Castle 
to 85 at Mallaranny. 


MAY. 


The weather of May was warm and dry. Broadly speaking sunshine was below the average 
in the north and above the average in the south. 


Mean temperature exceeded the average by about 2°F. over the country as a whole and the 
deviations at individual stations ranged from +1:4°F. at Waterford and at Newcastle, County 
Wicklow, to 4-3°4°F. at Roche’s Point. The extremes for the month were 72°F. and 32°F. 


The general rainfall of Eire was 70 per cent of the average for the standard period 1881- 
1915. An excess was registered in a narrow area stretching south-east from Sligo to West- 
meath ; elsewhere there was a deficiency. 


Over a large part of the country the deviation of bright sunshine was not very different 
from the average, but there was an appreciable deficiency in the north-west corner and a 
‘pronounced excess in the extreme south-west. The mean daily duration ranged from 4:60 — 
hours at Mallaranny to 7-60 hours at Valentia Observatory. 


JUNE. ~ 








The weather of June was distinguished by an exceptional excess of sunshine, unusual 
warmth and a marked deficiency of rainfall. 


Mean temperature substantially exceeded the average, the excess over the country as a 
whole being approximately 4°F. The period 2nd-10th was remarkably warm, the deviation 
from the average for the calendar week 2nd-8th being roughly +9°F. The extreme tempera- 
tures for the month were 84°F. and 37°F. 


The general rainfall of Eire was only 51 per cent of the average for the period 1881-1915; — 
the deficiency was general, the percentages of the average at individual stations ranging from 
30 at Ballinacurra to 74 at Dunfanaghy. 


The excess of bright sunshine was general and exceptional. The percentage of the average 
ranged from 139 at Phoenix Park, Dublin, and at Ballinacurra to 174 at Birr Castle. At the 
last named station it was the sunniest June in a record back to 1881.

SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1940. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,612, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 0 1 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1939. 


Of the total marriages, 4,240 (or 6°1 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (372) is equivalent to 7°6 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,358, of which 7,318 
were of males and 7,040 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 19-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being equal 
to the rate for the third quarter of 1939. 


The total includes 452 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3:1 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,530; of this number 4,400 were 
of males, and 4,130 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 11:5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:2 
below the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0 °4 
per 1,000, which is equal to that for the third quarter of 1939. 


When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year deaths from these diseases 
show decreases in the case of typhoid fever, measles, scarlet fever and diphtheria, amounting 
to 18, 2, one and 6 respectively. On the other hand deaths from whooping cough have 
increased by 8, and from diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age) by 16. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 42, which is 20 less than that for 
the third quarter of 1939. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 800, including 619 from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and 181 irom other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
third quarter of 1939 were 759, 601 and 158 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 1-0 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-8 and all other forms 0:2 ; 
the respective rates for the third quarter of the preceding year were also 1-0, 0:8 and 0-2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 885, being equivalent to a rate of 1°2 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1939 the number was 893, and the rate 1-2. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-9 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0:4 for puerperal infection, and 2°5 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 3-1, 0:6 and 2-5 for the third quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 50, and that for the September quarter of 1939 was 52. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1940 the population was 
2,958,000 (1,515,000 males and 1,443,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger 
movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report 
of the Registrar-General.

METEOROLOGY. 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce (Meteorological Service) :— 


JULY. 


The weather of July was normal in most respects although rain fell on more than the 
average number of days. 


TEMPERATURE was about 2°F. below the average for the month over the country as a 
whole. 


RAINFALL was 111% of the average for the country as a whole. The extreme North- 
Western districts had 116%, the Midlands and the South-West, 106%, and the South, 92%. 
The greatest excess occurred in the counties of Dublin, Carlow and Meath where 142% of the 
average was recorded. 


SUNSHINE was 105% of the average, Dublin area showing 85% only, while Malin Head 
had 113% and the South 106%. 


AUGUST. 
Very dry and rather warm. 


TEMPERATURE was about 2°F. above the average over the country as a whole. 


RAINFALL. One of the driest months of August on record, the rainfall over the country 
as a whole being only 18% of the average, there were however considerable variations ; the 
extreme North of Co. Donegal registered 58%, the North-West, 36%, the Midlands and South- 
West, 18%. In the South and along the East coast as far North as Skerries, only 4% was 
recorded, all stations in this area recording less than a quarter of an inch, representing light 
showers on an average of 4 days only in the month. Many stations reported the driest August 
on record, one of the records extending back to the year 1875. 


SUNSHINE Wés Bbest: average, ranging from 87°% of the average in the North to 110% 
in the South. 


SEPTEMBER. 


Bright and warm in the South, cooler with more rain and much less sunshine in the 
North. 


TEMPERATURE varied from 1-5°F. below the aor rey in the extreme North to about 
1°F. above the average in the South. 


RAINFALL over the country as a whole averaged 85%, varying from 108% in the North- 
West, 90% in the Midlands and West and 75% in the South-West, to 57% in the South and 
East. The beginning and end of the month had little rain, but some heavy falls occurred in 
the middle of the month. 


SUNSHINE was 76% of the average in the North and West, 105% in the Midlands, 122% 
in Cork and as high as 138% at Carrick-on-Suir.

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DECEMBER QUARTER, 1940. 


_ MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,351, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-3 below that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1939. 


Of the total marriages, 3,091 (or 4-5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics ia the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (260) is equivalent to 5-3 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 12,969, of which 6,659 
were of males and 6,310 of females. 


The number represents a rate of 17-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:3 
below the rate for the fourth quarter of 1939. 


The total includes 381 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2°9 per cent. of the totai births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered duting the quarter was 9,621 ; of this number 5,055 were 
of males, and 4,566 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 13:0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:1 
above the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 
per 1,000, which was equal to that for the fourth quarter of 1939. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of iast year deaths from these diseases 
show increases in the case of measles, scarlet fever and whooping coagh, amounting to 26, 
one and 23 respectively. On the other hand deaths from diphtheria have decreased by 38, 
and from diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age) by 5. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was a which is 8 more than that tor 
the fourth quarter of 1939. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 693, including 551 from pul- 
monary tuberculosis and 142 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
fourth Has of 1939 were 696, 558 and 138 respectively. The rate from all forms of this 
disease was 0-9 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-7 and all other forms 0-2 
the respective rates for the fourth quarter of the preceding year were also 0-9, 0-7 and 0- 2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 891, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1939 the number was 924, and the rate | -2. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-7 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-5 for puerperal infection, and 2-2 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 3-0, 0-8 and 2-2 for the fourth quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one vear of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 73, and that for the December quarter of 1939 was 62. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1940 the population was 
2,958,000 (1,515,000 males and 1,443,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
-according to the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger 
“movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report 


of the Registrar-General. 
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METEOROLOGY. 
The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce (Meteorological Service) :— 
OCTOBER. 


Temperature was very slightly below the average for the month over the country as 
a whole, the variations being generally less than 1°F. 


Rainfall was everywhere above the average. Over the country as a whole it was 165% 
of the average. The extreme North recorded 115%; Midlands, West and South West, 
160% : South East and East, 220%, one station recording 250%. 


Sunshine was below the average. 72% of the average was recorded for the whole country, 
while the regional amounts varied from 49% in the extreme North to 70% in the Soath. In 
the extreme South West, however, the average amount of sunshine for the period was attained. 


NOVEMBER. 


Temperature was slightly above the average generally although South Eastera districts 
were slightly below. The variations were, however, very small. 


Rainfall was 129% of the average for the country as a whole, the regional amounts 
varying from 133% in the North to 141% in the South and East. The Westera districts 
and West Midlands had 101%. 


Sunshine was average over the whole country. 


DECEMBER. 
Temperature was 1°F. below the average over the whole country. 


Rainfall was rather variable but amounted to 87% of the average over the whole country. 
In the North, North West and North Midlands the amount was 117% of the average; in 
the West, 91%; in the South West and Souch, 80%; and in the South Midlands, 85%. 
The Dublin area had: only 72%. 


Sunshine over the whole country was 83% of the average. 56% only was recorded in 
the South but one district ia the North West had as much as 130%.

: Principal Epidemic Diseases——Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 
per 1,000, which was equal to the rate for the year 1939. 


When compared with the corresponding figures for last year deaths from typhoid fever, 
typhus, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria and dysentery show decreases 
of 27, ons, 17, 8, 11, 67 and 5, respectively ; on the other hand deaths from diarrhoea and: 
enteritis (of children under 2 years of age) show an increase of 14.
